THAN A COW CAN 
KICK SINCE WAR

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.— Butter prices! 
this year are higher than they ever! 
were before the armistice was sign-j 
ed. The high price for the best! 
b atter during the war time period! 
was sixty seven and one half cents,* 
wholesale, while 72 cents has been) 
reached this fall and the present 
cost is 70 cents. This brings the 
retail price to 80 cents. 
Dealers estimate that people in 
th e Chicago district use about 5 per 
cent butterine. 2 per cent storage 
butter and 72 per cent of the strict­ 
ly fresh product. 
“They 
have 
lots of 
money 
it 
seems,"’ said M. L. Friedman, vice 
president of a wholesale butter and 
poultry company. "They buy very 
little butterine and not much storage 
batter though the finest June butter 
from the coolers costs almost IO 
cents per pound less than the best 
creamery product. Most of the sto­ 
rage butter goes to Europe." 
“You hear a lot about the high 
•cost of living." W. S. Moore, an 


other dealer said, “but when the 
workingman’s wife goes shopping 
she will not buy anything but the 
best." 
England’s food ministry and Bel­ 
gium are the largest butter custom­ 
ers of this country, though Sweden. 
Norway, Italy and Switzerland are 
also on the list. the wholesalers say, 
and about 40.000.000 pounds have 
already been sent overseas this sea­ 
son and 20,000.000 more will be 
sent. 
There are more than 16,OOO,OOOt 
pounds in Chicago’s storage coolers 
at present and not more than half 
of this is the property of foreign 
governments or companies, according 
to estimates. 
As nearly as experts can figure 
it, Chicago uses 2.000,000 pounds 
weekly. 
Most of the fresh butter shipped 
here comes from Ioara. Nebraska and 
Minnesota. It totals a quarter of a 
million pounds daily.
